A. Herlihy, chief engineer for T. A. 
T. at Winslow, Ariz., received at 
5:40 p. m., gave the first details 
from the scene of the crash. They 
were details obtained from the air, 
not from ground observation. 

Herlihy said he flew over the 
wreck, not low enough to be sure 
whether the plane was on the 
ground or in the scrub’ timber 
with which that part of the moun- 
tain side was overgrown. He was 
near enough, however, to see the 
letters T. A. T. on the side of the 
fusilage, and to see that the plane 
was “badly burned.” 

He said that apparently gasoline 
had sprayed over the wings, caus- 
ing the wreck to take fire. Offi- 
cials of the company would not say 
whether this indicated  positiveiy 
that the motor was running when 
the plane struck the mountain. It 
would appear to have that mean- 
ing. 

Herlihy said he was unable to 
tell whether anyone was alive in or 
near the plane. Herlihy mentioned 
also the report of Pilot Rice as to 
seeing the letters T. A, T. on one of 
the wings, indicating that the plane 
was overturned either wholly or in 
part. The letters appear only on 
the under side of the wings. 

Plans were made last night, ae- 
cording to a teletype message re- 
layed to the St. Louis office, for a 
flight early today of Maj. Clarence 
M. Young, assistant secretary of 
Commerce for aviation, with Pilot 


Santa Fe Station of Acomita, N. M. 
The first information received at 
the general offices was at 1:40 p. 
m. when the company’s private 
teletype system ticked off a mes- 
sage from Albuquerque, relayed 
through Waynoka, Ok. The mes- 
sage stated that Pilot Rice report- 
ed, “plane absolutely found on 
side of Mount Taylor.” It stated 
that Pilot Scott, who was’ with 
ltice, had set out to investigate. 
Another message, 15 minutes later, 
vy rified the receipt of Rice's re- 
; ort and the departure of Scott. 
Magee's Statement. 

At 2:30 p. m. Vice-President 
Magee issued this statement: 

“George Rice, Western Air Ex- 
press pilot, reported to T. A. T. of- 
ficials that he found the plane on 
the south side of Mount Taylor. 
John Collings, Western superin- 
tendent of T. A. T., talked with 
tice on the telephone and asked 
Rice if there was any possibility 
that he was mistaken and Rice 
said, ‘Positively, no.’ Rice stated 
he circled the plane several times 
and that it had undoubtedly 
crashed into the mountain, as it 
had burned up.” 

“Rice had been assigned to the 
territory where the plane was 
found by John Collings who told 
Rice to concentrate on Mount Tay- 
lor, Rice returned to the West- 
ern Air Express field at Albu- 
querque wher he talked on the 
telephone with John Collings at 
Winslow. Pilot Scott in a T. A. 
T. plane equipped with radio 
picked up Rice at the Western 
Alr Express field and started for 
Mount Taylor.” 

Soon after Scott's departure, an- 
other plane, the A-3, or City of 
Wichita, was sent out from Albu- 
querque. The A-3 has radio send- 
ing apparatus, as well as receiving 
apparatus, 

At 2:55 the word “Confirm” 
was flashed from Albuquerque to 
the genrral office indicating that 
the A-3 had sent verification of 
the finding of the wrecked craft. 

J. V. Magee, vice president and 
general manager of T. A. T., said 
after receiving the first bulletins: 

“We cannot hazard any guess as 
to what happened. However, we 
promise a very complete investiga- 
tion. We probably will not know 
anything about the cause of the 
crash until the foot parties from 
Grant, reach the ship.” 

Shortly after 3 o’clock telegrams 
were dispatched over the signature 
of Col, Paul Henderson, vice presi- 
dent of T. A. T., to relatives of the 
passengers ind members of the 
crew of the wrecked ship. The 
messages said: 

“T. A. T. plane has been dis- 
covered on the side of Mount Tay- 
lor, northeast of Grant, N, M. 
This report has been confirmed. 
Character of wreck makes ex- 
tremely doubtful if any of pas- 
sengers Or crew have survived. 
Overland parties now making way 
to wreck. Sincerely regret nature 
of this information. Please ack- 
nowledge care T. A. T., St. Louis. 
80 will know you are informed.” 


Paul Scott, to the scene of the 
crash, to see whether the horseback 
and foot searchers have arrived 
there. The searchers will have to 
send back a messenger to Grant, 
or to some intermediate point 
where a telephone may be avail- 
able, before the report of what 
they find can be sent to St. Louis. 

Supt. Collings at Winslow, who 
was directing the search of planes 
flying from the West into the re- 
gion of the disaster, said in a tele- 
type message thathe had requested 
Pilot Rice of the Western Air Ex- 
press, flying toward Albuquerque, 
to “concentrate all his effort on 
the San Mateo Mountains and 
Mount Taylor.” This direction, it 
appears, led to the discovery of the 
wreck. 

Collings, in the last two days, 
has had the direction of nearly70 
planes which have left Winslow to 
aid in the search, With his ac- 
quaintance with the territory, he 
gave each pilot a soméwhat differ- 
ent district to cover. 

It was said at the general office 

that the reward of $5000 offered 
by T. A. T. for discovery of the 
wreck, and the $5000 offered by 
relatives of one of the men lost, 
would presumably be paid to Pilot 
Rice. “They didn't wait for re- 
wards to be/offered,” the officials 
said of Rice and other pilots. ‘“‘They 
got into the search as quickly as 
they could, and worked willingly 
and unsparingly.”’ 
No official statement of the cost 
of the search has been made, but 
it is considered that an estimate of 
$50,000 would not be too large. 

Service will not be resumed by 
T. A. T., it was announced, until 
all ships of competing lines have 
been placed in first class condition 
by T. A. T. mechanics at Winslow. 
Vice-President. Henderson, in a 
telegram sent late in the afternoon 
to C. M. Keys, president of T.A.T., 
at Scarboro, N. Y., gave the details 
received up to that time, and said, 
“No reason to hope that anyone 
remains alive.’”’ He added that Col.

ning the most elaborate air search 
ever conducted was begun. Army, 


Navy, Marine Corps and civilian 
planes sailed through the cloudy 
skies of one of the wildest sections 
of the United States. 

Thousands of others joined in the 
search by land. There were In- 
dian runners, scouts of the Apache, 
Zuni, Hopi, and Navajo tribes cow- 
boys, prospectors and motorists. 

More than 50,000 square miles 
of Western New Mexico and Eagt- 
ern Arizona were examined. Ru- 
mors of all sorts developed each 
day, which sent searchers even 
into Mexico. 

But it remained for another 
transport plane, operating over 
the same route as the _ ill-fated 
liner, to discover the wreck of the 
City of San Francisco. 

It was shortly before noon to- 
day when Lieut. Rice wired the 
offices of the Transcontinental Air 
Transport Co.: ‘Found T, A. T. 
plane burned on south slope of 
Mount Taylor, west of Albuquer- 
que. If T. A. T. hasn't available 
plane, will take Western Air Ex- 
press plane to tow ground crew 
to wreck.” 


Pilot Returns to Scene, 


Rice turned his ship over to 
the co-pilot to carry the four 
passengers on to their destination, 
Kansas City. He immediately took 
off from Albuquerque for the 
scene of the wreck accompanied 
wy aT. A. T. pilot. 

All searching ships were then 
ordered to land by the T. A. T. 
officials, and three ships were dis- 


patched immediately from Win- 
slow, Ariz., about 100 miles from 
the scene. 


The following statement was is- 
sued by H. W. Beck, Western Traf- 
fic Manager of the Transcontinent- 
al Air Transport Co.: 

“The wrecked plane has been 
discovered on the south side of 
Mount Taylor which Hes 60 miles 
north and west of Albuquerque, 

“It was found by George Rice, 
pilot of the Western Air Express 
who was covering this district very 
thoroughly at our request. 

“Lieut. Rice reported his discov- 
ery at Albuquerque and T. A. T. 
planes immediately were dispatched 
to the scene. 

“No Chance of Life in Ship.” 

“T, A. T. plane No. A-3 with 
Pilot Banks and Radio Engineer 
Proctor has just radioed the fol- 
lowing message. ‘T. A. T. plane 
A-9, City of San Francisco, ap- 
parently burned and no signs of 
life thereabouts. Will try to land 
and if so will call again when 
leave,’ 

“A second message immediately 
followed: ‘No chance of life in 
ship. Will take from 12 to 24 
hours to reach it on  horeback 
from Cubero, N. M., the nearest 
town.’ 


“Western Air Express Pilot Rice 
phoned T. A. T. early today for 
instructions as to the territory to 
be searched, and he was advised to 
go to Mount Taylor and comb ev- 
ery foot of it thoroughly. 

“This company wishes to express 
its very deep appreciation of the 
valued assistance given by Pilot 
Rice. 

“T. A. T. personnel and auto- 
mobiles have been sent to the 
scene to make further reports and 
advise on further detalls.”

LANDS AT WINSLOW, ARIZ. 


Plane Arrives Over Airport as En-

BRTAN RECALLS 
QUTLYING TROOPS 
N PALESTINE 


Colonial Office Says Situa- 
tion Is Quiet in All Dis- 
tricts — Some Looted 
Property Recovered. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 7.—The situa- 
tion in Palestine has so quieted 
down that the British authorities 
have been able to withdraw some 
of the outlying detachments of 
troops. 

A communique from the colonial 
office tonight said: 

“The situation in Palestine was 


reported to be quiet In all districts. 
It has been possible to withdraw 
some of the outlying detachments 
of troops but the disaffected areas 
are being patrolled. 

“‘Palice. forces supplemented by 
the troops have been successful in 
recovering a certain amount of 
looted property.” 

By the Associated Press, 
JERUSALEM, Sept. 7.—The 
Palestine Government today re- 
ceived a flood of protests and 
criticisms from both Arabs and 
Jews for the manner in which it 
had suppressed the rioting  be- 
tween: them although the country 
as a whole appeared peaceful. 

An Arab peasant from Beit Hanil- 
nah was seriously injured today, 
allegedly by Jews from Bir Jacob 
near Jerusalem. It was charged 
that other similar incidents had 
occurred during the week. The 
Grand Mufti, leader of the Mos- 
lems, said he was experiencing 
great difficulty in restraining the 
Arabs from acts of reprisals. 


Plane Carrier Moved. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
reported that the military is con- 
fident that no more trouble need 
be expected in the southern part 
of Palestine. This was shown in 
the removal toward Jaffa of the 
plane-carrier Courageous, which 
was anchored off Gaza, when the 
Bedouins in the neighborhood of 
Beersheba threatened to march on 
Jerusalem. 

Much attention was attracted by 
the arrest Friday afternoon of Sam- 
uel Roze, head of the Jewish com- 
munity of Motza, near Jerusalem, 
where several Jews were killed. 
Roze, who settled in Motza 40 
years ago, lost all his property 
during the attack, his farm having 
been destroyed by fire. His arrest 
was made on an affidavit sworn to 
by a local Arab policeman charg- 
ing murder. He was released this 
afternoon under $2500 bail, fur- 
nished by the Anglo-Palestine Co. 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
also reported that a Jew was 
stabbed late this afternoon while 
returning from the Wailing Wall. 
The authorities averted a riot 
which threatened,to develop over 
the incident. 


Stimson Says Consul Spared No 
Efforts to Protect Americans. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Secre- 
tary of State Stimson in a formal 
statement today said Paul Knab- 
enshue, American Consul-General 
at Jerusalem, and his staff had 
“spared no efforts to protect Amer- 
ican citizens and their property” 
during the recent disorder in Pal- 
estine. | 

At the same time Stimson’s 
statement was issued the State De- 
partment made public a telegram 
addressed to Chairman Borah, of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, from Z. H. Rubinstein, city 
editor of The Day, a New York 
publication, charging the American 
Consul-General had answered eva- 
sively a request for protection by 
American citizens in Palestine. 
The department also made 
public a-reply to Rubinstein from 
Stimson, saying it was impossible 
to answer specifically the charges 
regarding protection since he had 
not cited cefinitely what protec- 
tion had been refused.

It was shot by 
Col. Roosevelt and his brother, 
Kermit, joint leader of the expedi- 
tion, who with Suydam Cutting of 
New York, the expedition’s official 
photographer, met the Colonel 
here. Kermit and Cutting both re- 


turned several weeks ago from 
Asia. 
“From December until we left 


Burma in May,” said the Colonel, 
“we travele@ 1900 ‘miles by foot 
and horseback. We went through 
towns of 15,000 population, 1500 
years old, where they have no 
vehicular transport or even animal 
transport—only coolies. Our ex- 
pedition traveled from the tropical 
jungle to snowswept and Darren 
mountain tops. We were not at- 
tacked or harmed in any way by 
bandits but the members of our 
bodyguard were kidnaped, rifles, 
poats, natives and all and we never 
saw them again.’’ 

It ‘took 600 miles of stalking to 
track the panda to its lair in a 
mountain jungle, so high it was 
snow-covered in April, the Colonel

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CITY POLIGE CAN MAKE

St. Louis Force Can Act in Lo- 


cal Felonies. Anywhere in 
Missouri, Shartel Rules. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 7. — 
St. Louis policemen are authorized 


by law to make arrests anywhere | 


in the State of Missouri for felon- 
ies committed in the City of St. 
Louis but have no, authority to 
make arrests outside of St, Louis 
for crimes committed outside the 
city, Attorney General Shartel 
ruled today in an opinion issued 
at the request of Chief of Police 
Gerk. 

The opinion, written by Assist- 
ant Attorney General Cunning- 
ham, holds that a member of the 
police force of St. Louis as an of- 
ficer of the State of Missouri, with 
a warrant for the arrest of a per- 
son charged with a crime in &t. 
Louis, has the right to go into 
any county of the state and arrest 
the offender. 

“If the officer arrests the fugi- 
tive,” the opinion continued, “it 
then becomes his duty to take the 
prisoner before a Judge or Justice 
of the Peace in the county in 
which the arrest is made and sub- 
mit the warrant for indorsement 


before taking the prisoner from 
the county. 
“We also hold that St. Louis 


police have the same authority to 
make arrests without warrants as 
is conferred on Sheriffs and that 
they need no warrant to pursue 
and arrest an offender, beyond the 
city limits, where they have rea- 
sonable cause to suspect a felony 
has been committed by him,” 


Chief Gerk said the opinion was 
sought solely to clarify his depart- 
ment’s authority under the law and 
would cause no change in policy. 
“We will continue to co-operate 
in all cases’ with the local author- 
ities in the state a® we have done 
in the past,” he said.

IGHT football is not the only 

novelty the football world is 
to try out again this season 
Another is a system of signals by 
which officials on the gridiron 
can inform spectators the nature 
of a penalty inflicted or the re- 
sult of a play which might be 
left in doubt without official an- 
nouncement of the result, 

Such. a system was worked out 
by Elmer Layden of Duquesne 
University of Pittsburg. Layden, 
by the way, was one of the 
“Four Horsemen of Notre 
Dame,” who ralloped for so 
many touchdowns and victories 
a few years ago. 

Following are the essentials 
of the “Penalty Code” as it is 
called, which wil' be used on 
many fields th’s year: 


INTERFERENCE — Both 
arms extended forward in a 
posture suggesting “warding 
off.”’ 

OFFSIDE — The Official 
merely extends bis arm and 
points with the index fin- 
ger. 

INCOMPLETE PASS OR 


MISSED GOAL—Arms crossed 
before official's body, palms 
down. 

sALL DEAD — Right arm 
raised over head, palm for- 
ward. 

TOUCHDOWN OR GOAL — 
Both arms raised overhead, 
palms forward. 

SAFETY—Right arm raised, 
first two fingers opened. 

HOLDING—Both arms ex- 
tended shoulder height, right

SEEKS FORECLOSURE 
AGAINST DES MOINES U. 


Boatmen’s National Bank Files 
Court Action—Receiver Ap- 
pointed in lowa.

DES MOINES, Ia., Sept. 7.—Ac- 
tion to foreclose a mortgage of 
$203,000 against Des Moines Uni- 


versity, closed after a controversy 
fn which students rioted last 
spring, has been filed in Federal 
Court here by the Boatmen’s Na- 
tional Bank of St. Louis. Ae the 
request of the bank’s attorneys, 
Judge Charles A. Dewey appointed 
John A. Blanchard, local attorney, 
as receiver for the property. 

Trustees of the university, a 
Baptist fundamentalist school, an- 
nounced several days ago that the 
school would be discontinued. 
They said this course had been 
adopted because the District Court 
had granted an injunction pre- 
venting the board from interfer- 
ing with the management of the 
school. The court order was ob- 
tained after a student riot in May 
when it was learned the trustees 
had dismissed the entire faculty. 

The bank's action was taken af- 
ter notification that further pay- 
ments on the mortgage could not 
be made and that the university 
had been discontinued. George D. 
Newcom, business manager of hte 
school, joined in the plaintiff’s pe- 
tition that a receiver be appointed. 
The Des Moines National Bank, by 
reason of its trusteeship of the uni- 
versity’s endowment fund, is maJe 
a joint defendant in the petition. 

The petition states that the 
mortgage originally was for $225,- 
000 but that $22,000 of the bonds 
had been paid, in addition to the 
university property, the income 
frgm the endowment fund also was 
pledged as security. 


GERMAN FASCIST SEEKS T0 LAY 
BOMBINGS TO AUTHORITIES 


Hitler Announces Reward for 
Proof of Origin of Eleven 
Explosions.

BERLIN, Sept. 7.—Adolf Hitler, 
Fascist leader, today announced 
that the management of that party 
had offered a reward of 10,000 
marks (about $2380) for proof 
that recent bomb explosions had 
been arranged by “the new Prus- 
sian authorities.”

date for Palestine states: “The mandatory 
shall be responsible for placing the country 
under such political administration and eco- 
nomic conditions as. will secure the estab- 
lishment of the Jewish national home. An 
appropriate Jewish agency shall be organized 
as a public body for the purpose of advising 
and co-operating with the administration of 
Palestine in such economical, social and other 
matters as may affect the establishment of a 
Jewish national home. The Zionist organiza- 
tion shall be regarded as such an agency. 
The administration of Palestine, while insur- 
ing that the rights and position of all sec- 
tions of the population are not prejudiced 
shall facilitate Jewish immigration under suit- 
able conditions and shall encourage, in co-op- 
eration with the Jewish agency, the settlement 
of Jews upon this land. The administration 
may arrange with the Jewish agency to con- 
struct or operate upon fair and equitable 
terms any public works, services and utilities 
and develop any of the natural resources of 
the country.” 

The text of this mandate shows its pur- 
pose was essentially to assure an intense Jew- 
ish colonization of a country which was al- 
ready densely populated and which consti- 
tutes one of those “detached communities of 
the Ottoman Empire,” which Article 22 of 
the Covenant of the League declared was suf- 
ficiently organized and civilized to permit it 
to become an independent nation provided 
that the aid and advice of a mandatory could 
be assured. 


Fearful of Invasion. 


The reaction of Mussulman and Christian 
natives against such a procedure was inevit- 
able and it brought about a very grave sit- 
nation. Although the mandate states in the 
preamble that the establishment of a Jewish 


national home is contingent upon the follow- 
ing conditions: ‘It being clearly understvood 
that nothing should be done which may preju- 
dice the civil and religious rights of existing 
non-Jewish communities.” 

The natives of Palestine were not con- 
vinced. They believed that their country 
would be invaded by a people possessing other 
traditions, speaking another language than 
theirs, and who would eventually dispossess 
them. 

The events followed the terms of the man- 
dates and Jewish colonization was intense in 
Palestine. In three years from 1924 to 1926 
inclusive, 50,000 Jews were settled in Pales- 
tine. This is an exceedingly large number of 
emigrants for a small country like Palestine, 
whose climate is very dry and which conse- 
quently contains a great deal of unfertile 
soil. The country was badly prepared for 
the absorption of this large number of immi- 
grants which exceeded the country’s capacity 
of absorption and immigrants were greatly 
deceived, they found, on their arrival. En- 
gland was accused of improperly carrying out 
the terms of her mandate. But the discon- 
tentment of the Jewish immigrants was sur- 
passed by that of the natives and this devel- 
opment upon the part of the Arabs soon de- 
veloped into a strong feelingof hostility 
against the Zionists and the present situation 
is the result. 


Power of Zionist Movement. 


To know is to appreciate the extraordinary 
and really noble effort which has been made 
by the Zionists. There is no doubt that Zion- 
ism presents one of the greatest human en- 
deavors of our age. It is, however, a moral 
force violently opposed to the existing condi- 
tions. It is not for economical reasons that 
these Jews are leaving central Europe to go 
cultivate land or engage themselves in other 
occupations. The sun is much hotter and the 
soil much more difficult to work than in the 
places whence they came. For these people 
Palestine is not the promised land in the 
sense it was for Moses and his companions 
who just had come out of the desert. It is 
not a land of milk and honey but simply the 
country of their ancestors. And whoever has 
visited Palestine during the past few years, 
whoever has seen the encampments of immi- 
grants filled with Jewish wanderers where 
one finds Jewish scholars endeavoring to re- 
vise the Hebrew language in order to form a 
universal language for themselves, cultivat- 
ing the land or breaking stones upon the pub- 
lic highway, must have been impressed by 
the power of the traditions and ideals which

by themselves have been able to inspire such 
an effort upon the part of these people which 
is in contradiction to their habits and tem- 
perament. 

National fanaticism often brings about won- 
derful results. We cannot say that the Zion- 
ist colonization is a complete success. When 
one travéls upon ships visiting the Far East- 
ern ports of the Mediterranean Sea, one learns 
that almost as many Jews are leaving Pales- 
tine as are coming to live there. The real- 
ity did not conform with the picture which 
these people formed in their minds of the 
promised land. Those who remain in Pales- 
tine subsist not upon the fruits of their 
labor there but by means of the contributions 
made by co-religionists all over the world, 
and particularly in the United States. The 
Jewish plant no doubt flourished well here- 
tofore in Judea, but after the transformations 
it has undergone during the centuries in 
which it has been torn to bits and scattered 
over the face of the earth, it only takes root 
superficially now and only with the aid of 
outside nourishment. 


Desert Made to Bloom. 


Zionists have obtained up to date certain 
wonderful results. The plains of Sarrou and 
Esdrelon, arid for centuries, have been 
changed by them into flourishing green 
fields. Their methods of cultivation aré 
more methodic and quite in contrast with 
those of the natives. The extension given to 
the almond and orange plantations in the dis- 
tricts east of Jaffa astonishbes everyone who 
is familiar with the difficulties encountered 
during the first few years in cultivating trees 
of this kind in countries south of the Mediter- 
ranean. There is no question that Palestine 
has been made richer by the work performed 
by the Zionists. 

The Zionists are trying to justify their 
presence in Palestine by showing the bene- 
fits which the country is deriving from their 
work, but the natives cannot be brought 
around to this point of view. To understand 
the effect which this sort of reasoning on the 
part of the Zionists has upon the natives of 
Palestine, it suffices to think what the people 
of the United States, England or France 
would say if they were told, “Along with 
each one of you, one or two foreigners are 
going to be installed.” These nations propose 
such an arrangement to their neighbors and 
the result has been war. 


Arabs Oppose Colonization. 


Being under the impression that it is be- 
cause of this desire to gain that the Jews 
have come to Palestine, the Arabs are nat- 
urally strongly opposed to this colonization 
of their country.

You should be content 
because they will enrich your country and 
furnish you with work which will be well 
paid.”

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THE TARIFF ANALYZED. 


The Hawley-Smoot tariff schedules as adopted by 
the House and revised by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee have been before the public long enough to 
bring forth a considerable barrage of public opinion. 
Intended to benefit the farmer, the result will be 
quite the contrary, competent observers say. The 
People’s Legislative Service, a statistical group 
founded by the late Senator La Follette, summed up 
the situation the other day by stating that the farmer 
would pay a dollar in increased living cost for every 
dime'’s worth of benefit he got. 

As a revenue producer, the bill would be a great 
success, for an estimate places its yield as an increase 
of $88,900,000 over the present levy. The administra- 
tion is not seeking a bill to produce additional rey- 
enue, however, but rather to benefit the farmer, for 
whom the special session of Congress was called. 
The projected levies will be of large benefit to the 
manufacturer, who needs it least. 

An analysis made at the University of Wisconsin 
shows how little the farmer will be aided. The 
farmer as consumer will pay $77,000,000 in increased 
prices, this estimate said, and as producers a few 
farmers will benefit about $59,000,000-in protection, 
making a net loss of $18,000,000 a year. This 
analysis goes into the matter of sugar, the figures 
showing an increase of $4 annually in the sugar bill 
of each American family.

a 22-foot clearance for the Wa- 
bash railway’s Delmar boulevard 
viaduct, 

In the opinion of city officials, 
this paves the way for the con- 
Struction of other viaducts of 18- 
foot clearance in connection with 
the proposal to depress the Wa- 
bash tracks through Forest Park 
and northwest to Delmar boule- 
vard, 

The State Legislature in 1925 
enacted a statute forbidding the 
construction of such viaducts with 
less than a 22-foot clearance be- 
cause Of the danger to trainmen 
riding on top of freight cars. The 
Wabash, however, proceeded with 
the construction of the Delmar via- 
duct with a clearance of 18 feet 
On the ground that the city’s gen- 
eral plan for the depression of the 
Wabash track and the construc- 
tion of various viaducts had been 
approved in 1923 before the law 
was passed, 

Thé railroad union protested to 
the commission, to the State Su- 
preme Court and to the Federa} 
Court. All the decisions held that 
the law was not retroactive.

SAFETY COUNCIL 0 K'S 
MODEL TRAFFIC LAW 


New Ordinance Harmonizes 
St. Louis Regulations With 
National Recommendations. 


A new traffic ordinance harmon- 
izing St. Louis traffic regulations 
with those of the Model Municipal 
Trafic Ordinance recommended by 
the Na@icnal Conference on Street 
and Highway Safety was passed on 
favorably by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the St. Louls Safety Coun- 
cil Friday. 

This ordinance {n the form in 
Which it was accepted by the Safe- 
ty Council isgthe result of 18 
months of effort’ of members of 
the Traffic Committee of the coun- 


cil. This traffic committee, com- 
posed of 32 downtown business 
men, through sub-committees, has 
consfdered every | phase of the 
Model Municipal Traffic Ordinance 
and recommended for adoption in 
St. Louis most of the provisions of 
the model code. Oliver T. Rem- 
mers, past president of the Safety 
Council, is chairman of the traffic 
committee. 

Charles J. Dolan, formerly as- 
ociate City Counsellor, now serving 
a8 chairman of the Safety Coun- 
cil’s legislative committee, drafted 
the ordinance and will arrange for 
its introduction in the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Besides defining clearly the vari- 
ous ternmis used in the ordinance, 
proposed changes include the fol- 
lowing: 

Supplementary legislation con- 
cerning pedestrian regulation, re- 
quiring vehicles to yield the right 
of way to pedestrians at street 
crossings, stipulating the rights and 
duties of pedestrians at street inter- 
sections controlled by police of- 
ficers and automatic traffic signals; 
prohibits persons standing on the 
roadway soliciting rides from driv- 
ers; requires vehicles to stop be- 
hind street cars’ discharging or 
loading passengers unless a safety 
zone has been established; reqtires 
driver overtaking. street cars on 
their left on one-way streets to stop 
ut the front of such street car be- 
fore proceeding across the inter- 
section. 

Obedience to railroad 
signals by drivers, designation of 
bus stops, taxicab stands, etc., in 
the downtown districts, additional 
parking regulations during the day 
and at night, better regulations 
concerning drivers intending park- 
ing regulations during the day and 
at night, better regulations con- 
cerning drivers intending to turn 
to the right or left at intersections, 
restriction of the use of coasters, 
roller-skates, and similar devices 
upon the roadways or streets, pro- 
hibits persons upon bicycles or mo- 
torcycles clinging to moving ve- 
hicles, regulates the passenger load 
being carried in the driver's seat 
of passenger automobiles; prohibits 
driving through or over a safety 
zone and prohibits driving to the 
left of a safety zone except at such 
places where traffic officers or 
signs may direct otherwise. 

The ordinance also carries a

Their Methods of Dispos- 
ing of Garbage. 


Director of Streets and Sewers 


Brooks, Deputy Comptroller Mey- 
ers, Roy Gans of the street de- 
partment and seven members of 
the Aldermanic Streets, Sewers 
and Wharves Committee left today 
to view the methods of garbage 
disposal in 14 principal cities in 
the United States and Canada. 


Sept 26. 

The junket is expected to en- 
lighten the city officials so as to 
prepare them to modernize the St. 
Louis system when the present 
garbage disposal contract expires 
next February. Brooks pointed 
out that the present system is un- 


economical and unsanitary, since 
the average haul to the garbage 
docks at the foot of Chouteau ave- 
nue, where the garbage is loaded 
onto the barges and hauled to Hog 
Island, is three miles and teams and 
wagons are used. During the last fis- 
cal year he said it cost the city 
$5.24 a ton or $315,862 to dispose 
of its garbage. A motorized sys- 
tem would be cheaper and more 
Sanitary, he said. 

In order to expedite matters, 
Brooks said he had sent a set of 
33 questions concerning garbage 
disposal to all of the cities the 
party will visit so that the neces- 
sary data will be ready when 
they arrive. The cities to be visit- 
ed are Milwaukee, Chicago, Toledo, 
Detroit, Toronto, Montreal, Que- 
beg, Boston, New York, Atlantic 
City and Philadelphia. 

The city was justified in spend- 
ing $4000 on this trip, Brooks said, 
as it was necessary to the intelll- 
gent spending of the money neces- 
sary to modernize the system here. 
The change to the new system he 
said would cost several hundred 
thousand dollars.

SUGAR MONOPOLY IN CUBA 
HOLDING FOR RISE IN PRICE 
Will Not Authorize Sale of a Single 
Bag, Chairman of Agency

HAVANA, Sept. 7.—The recently 
created co-operative exports agency 
which took control of all Cuban 
sugar exports Aug. 31, will not au- 
thorize the sale of a single bag un- 
til prices have reached a normal 
level, according to Col. Jose Miguel 
Tarafa, chairman of the agency. 

“The executive committee of the 
agency considers the prevailing 
price for sugar ruinous and will not 
authorize sales of a single bag un-/| 
til normalcy has been reached in|} 
prices,” Tarafa said today. 

“There will be no dumping of | 
sugar either in the United States 
or European markets,” Tarafa con- 
tinued, “‘and no sugar will be sold 
that cannot easily be taken care of 
by foreign markets. There’s going 
to be no saturation of the market 
and for the time it is the firm de- | 
termination of tha agency to de-'| 
mand in our sales the preferential 
enjoyed with the United States. 
Proof of my statement is to be 
found in the fact that we just re- 
fused the offer of selling 5000 tons 
of sugar for shipment this month 
and next, 

“The amount of sugar to be 
placed under our sales control this 
year will be approximately 400,000 
tons and it would be foolish on our 
part not to see that this sugar is 
sold at remunerative prices.”’

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Immediate 
action by Congress on the Hawley 
tariff bill is essential if its provi- 
sions are to benefit sugar beet 
growers in the marketing of this 
year’s crop, F. L. Crawford of De- 
troit, secretary of the Eastern Su- 
gar Beet Association, told a meet- 
ing of sugar men here yesterday. 

“Unless immediate action on the 
tariff is taken, a big percentage of 
the new crop of domestic sugar 
will be marketed at a loss,” said 
Crawford, who has just completed 
a tour of sugar producing areas.

But that will not be 
in our lifetime. It will happen, perhaps, when the City of New 
York stretches from Philadelphia to Bridgeport, and when Labor 
Day vacationists, returning home late Monday evening, jam the air- 
ways with 10 miles of monoplane traffic. But this is a long way 
off, as far off as the day when the same vacationists learn not to 
fill parks with tin cans and pieces of old newspaper.

Ne the dramatic future of murder is still exceedingly bright. For 


hundreds of years the knifing of lady or gent, or the shooting 
of gent by lady, will continue to be an inexhaustible subject, 
ever fair and ever young. The new theatrical season in New York, 
for instance, has started off with two plays in which murder is a 
central feature of the landscape. And there will be others. When 
we have seen a dozen or so we Can begin to lay down rules and 
tell why some stage murders are interesting and others not, why 
some of them make you jump out of your seat and others cause 
you to yawn. For murder on the stage, unlike murder on the side- 
walk, is not exciting for its own sake. Stage murder, just like 
stage love, stage laughter, stage intrigue, depends for its effect not 
upon the mere subject matter but upon the way it is done by the 
playwright, the director and the actors. Stage murder is not nec- 
-*essarily the more exciting for being mysterious or blood curdling 
‘or unusual. Some of the very best and most thrilling stage mur- 
ders are the simplest. 
The most recent members of the murder family are ‘‘Gam- 
bling” in which George M. Cohan is both author and principal actor, 
and “Soldiers and Women” by Paul Hervey Fox and George Tilton. 
Both are what you might call detective stories, that is to say that 
te fun in watching them is the fun of watching the murderer be- 
ing tracked down. Neither of them rank high as detective stories, 
though Mr. Cohan’s show is often very amusing for reasons that 
have nothing to do with the murder, and “Soldiers and Women” 
Makes you stop, look and listen even though you know it to be rath- 
er cheap and trashy stuff. And I cannot say that the murder it- 
wif, which in the case of ‘Gambling’ happens — Stage before the 
first act, and in the case of ‘‘Soldiers and Women” right before your 
tyes in the second act, are very exciting. In fact both of them are 
rather ho-hum murders.

AMBLING” is the story of a big New York gambler, acted by 
“C Mr. Cohan himself with realism and humor, whose ward, a 

girl of 24, is done to death in a manner and for reasons 
which are neither plausible nor thrilling. The girl fell in love with 
another gambler, who had furnished a love nest for two hard-boiled 
ladies in Upper Broadway. The gambler (enacted by Mr. Cohan), 
suspecting both these ladies, who by this time have quarreled, makes 
as it were two love-nests where only one grew before. All this part 
of the play is amusing, as is also a scene in the gambler’s roulette 
joint. In order to squeeze the secret out of the two girls, Mr. Cohan 
allows his joint to be raided by the cops, who rush in madly among 
the giddy midnight society guests and are heard smashing the roul- 
eite wheels upstairs. 

This raid, by the way, was more exciting than any of the inci- 
dents more intimately connected with the murder. Possibly one rea- 
son why we don’t care as much as we should was that we had so 
little time to get acquainted with the murdered lady. But that is 
acommon deficiency in detective stories, which shoot someone be- 
Lind the ear in the first chapter and spend the other 14 chapters 
finding out who did it. In real life—or life reported to us by the 
hewspapers—a large part of our interest consists in learning some-

OLDIERS AND WOMEN” shows us a highly vicious and dis- 
\\ agreeable female making havoc with the lives of British of- 
ficers at some oppressively lonely little army post in Baluchis- 
fan. The authors originally contrived a play about ravines in Haiti, 
and the 10,000-mile jump to Baluchistan apparently came easily to 
them. It sounds like a mixture of Kipling and Somerset Maugham 
and something you read on a train and leave on the car seat when 
yOu are through with it.

ALKING pictures, when they 

attain their full* growth, will 

automatically correct the great- 
est evi] with which both stage and 
screen have had to contend in the 
past—the “star” system. 

This system, which laid stress on 
the player at the expense of the 
play, invariably resulted in injur- 
ing the former. As practiced, it 
consisted of taking a geod drama 
and, instead of casting people for 
the various parts who were nat- 
urally “‘the type” for these parts, 
of altering the story to fit a pre- 
conceived cast. 

On the stage, this method was 
extensively employed. A producer 
who had one or more famous stars 
at his command endeavored -to 
find, or adapt, ‘“‘vehicles’’ to suit 
the personalities of his celebrities. 
Whole plays were entirely rewrit- 
ten; others had a complete new act 
inserted in place of an existing one 
when the latter was of a nature 
that the star could not effectively 
handle; dialogue and characteriza- 
tion were slaughtered to maké a 
tialto holiday. In the end, a hy- 
brid apology for a drama was pro- 
duced, full of inconsistencies and 
weak spots, and seldom bearing 
any resemblance to the original 
play.

N the lent era of the motion 
| victure. this same ruinous meth- 

od was pursued by almost every 
studio, with one or two exceptions. 
Checks for small fortunes were ex- 
changed for screen rights to sore 
Broadway success or to some popu-

N ANOTHER way, too, the talk- 
| ing picture will enable its actors 

and actresses to give finer im- 
personations than were possible in 
the regime of the silent film. For- 
merly, directors “shot” isolated se- 
quences and scenes with no rela- 
tion to what immediately preceded; 
for instance, an actor might have 
played a highly emotional scene, 
and made an exit through a door. 
Two weeks later a camera set-up 
might be made of the other side 
of the door, and that actor would 
be called upon to start “cold” and 
come through the opening, under 
the influence of the same emotion 
that theoretically he had just ex- 
perienced. 

Such a situation is difficult in 
the extreme; few if any players 
can put their impersonations on 
and off like a coat, and the result 
was that nine times out of 10 the 
player was unable to hit the pre- 
cise mood he had had two weeks 
earlier, and his portrayal re- 
vealed it. 

When talking films become fully 
stabilized, this difficulty will be 
entirely obviated. Players will be 
thoroughly drlled and rehearsed 
in all their scenes, just as is now 
done on the stage; the “sets” will 
be constructed, lighted and ready 
for business: and when the pre- 
liminary work has been done, the 
various characters will begin at 
the beginning and go through the 
entire drama with only such stops 
as are necessary to change the po- 
sition of the cameras. In this man- 
ner the spirit and feeling of the 
whole play will be unified; its pres- 
entation in an unbroken stream. 
just as the stage presents it, will 
aid immeasurably in permitting 
exery member of the cast to con- 
tribute everything he has in his 
role. 


This method has already met 
with marked success whenever it 
has been tried, and will undoubted- 
ly be the production plan of the 
future. After all, despite the im- 
mense strides the talking picture 
has made in its brief career, we 
are still in the transition period In 
many respects. This new medium 
has requirements and difficulties 
all its own, some of which have 
not yet been fully solved. But in 
the last analysis the public is the 
judge. Perhaps if, to employ Mer- 
ton's phrase, we make that public 
our “best pal,” it will never have 
to become our “severest critic.”

HE twelfth hour of the revo- 
T tution was drawing near. The 

Smolny Institute in Petrograd 
by this time had been transformed 
into a fortress. There were a doz- 
en machine guns in the garret, 
left there by the old Executive 
Committee. Capt. Grekoff, mili- 
tary commandant of Smolny, was 
notoriously an enemy, but on the 
other hand, the chief of the ma- 
chine gun detachment came to in- 
form me that the gunners were on 
the side of the Bolsheviks. 

The machine guns were in bad 

der, due to long neglect. The 
soldiers had grown slack, because 
of lack of enthusiasm for defend- 
ing Kerensky. 

I had a fresh and dependable 
machine gun detachment brought 
into Smolny. It was Oct. 24 (Nov. 
6 by Western calendar), early in 
the gray morning. 1 went over the 
building, story by story, partly to 
have something to do and partly 
to see that all was in order, and 
to encourage those who needed en- 
couragement. 

Over the stone-flagged corridors, 
endless and gloomy in the dim 
morning light, soldiers were drar- 
ging their machine guns about with 
much clank and clatter. It was 
the new detachment which I had 
ordered to come. 

Mensheviks Quit Smolny. 

Frightened faces appeared and 
auickly disappeared in doorways— 
the faces of the few Mensheviks 
and Social-Revolutionaries who 
had stayed on at Smolny. The 
music of the guns fell upon their 
ears with ominous augury. One 
after another they hastened 
quit Smolny.

Odd Minutes for Rest. 

For a week [I had _ scarcely 
stepped outside the Smolny, snatch- 
ing odd minutes of rest on a leath- 
er sofa without even taking off 
my clothes. I was constantly be- 
ing called by couriers, scouts, mes- 
sengers, telegraphers; the _ tele- 
phone scarcely stopped ringing. 

The decisive moment was at 
hand—it was clear that there 
would be no turning back. 

In the night of the 24th, the 
members of the Revolutionary 
Committee went out into the var- 
ious districts of the capital. I was 
left alone. Later Kamenev came 
in. He was against our rising. But 
on that decisive night he came 
and stayed with me in that little 
corner room—the captain’s bridge 
from which the revolution was be- 
ing directed. 

Bell Rings Constant). 

There was a telephone booth 
in the room adjoining. The bell 
rang constantly, about important 
matters or about trifles. The ring-\ 
ing of the bell made the alert sji- 
lence the more impressive. 

It was easy to Imagine Petro- 
grad on that fateful night; badly 
lit and cut by sharp autumn winds 
from the sea. Bourgeois and for- 
mer government officials tossed in 
their beds, fearfully wondering 
what might be happening in the 
gloomy and sinister streets of the 
capital. The working quarters were 
sunk in the heavy sleep of a fight- 
ing bivouac. 

Committees and conferences of 
the governmental parties were 
exhausting their wits in the old 
imperial palaces, where the living 
ghosts of democracy rubbed shoul- 
ders with the still-lurking ghosts 
of the monarchy. 


Soldiers Keep Vigil. 


Out in the districts, detachments 
of soldiers and sailors were keep- 
ing their vigil. Young proletarians 
paced to and fro, with rifles or 
Inachine-gun belts slung over their 
shoulders. Street pickets warmed 
themselves at fires built in the 
middle of the streets. 

A score of telephones was the 
main nervous system of the capi- 
tal’s spiritual life, on this autumn 
night when it was thrusting its 
head through one epoch into the 
next. 

Into that third-floor room news 
flowed together from every dis- 
trict, every suburb, every access to 
the capital. Apparently everything

There could be no doubt about 
the victory; it was guaranteed so 
far as any victory can be guaran- 
teed in advance.

The government, on the previ- 
ous night, had mobilized the mili- 
tary cadets and ordered the crui-

ered. I ordered the Commissars 
to prepare dependab: defenses 
along the roads of approach to 
Petrograd and to send agitators to 
meet the troops which the Govern- 
ment was bringing up. 

Over and over again I repeated 
in my telephone messages: 

“If you cannot .top them with 
words, use arms. It is a matter 
of life or death.” 

Yet I only half believed what I 
was saying. The revolution was 
still too confident, too magnani- 
mous, too optimistic and light- 
hearted, It talked much more of 
using force than it really intended 
to apply it. It still hoped that all 
might be setled by the force of 
words. So far it had been success- 
ful. 

Enemies Stay in Hiding. 

Opposition melted, evaporated, at 
the mere approach of the revolu- 
tion’s hot breath. On that day 
indeed, orders had been given that 
at the first sign of riots, or pog- 
roms, the force of arms was to be 
employed without mercy. But our 
enemies, completely cowed, did not 
dream of venturing upon the 
streets. ‘They kept in hiding. The 
streets were ours. 

Our commissars were in charge 
and on the watch at all trains to 
Petrograd. The Peterhof cadets 
had not responded to the govern- 
ment’s call, nor had the artillerists. 
Only a fraction of the cadet de- 
tachment from Oranienbaum had 
managed, under cover of night to 
get through otrr lines. 

I kept track of thelr every 
movement ’by telephone. Finally 
they sent a delegation to Smolny 
to parley with us. The Provision- 
al Government was making vain 
appeals for support on every hand, 
but the ground was crumbling unb- 
der its feet. 

All Troops Ready. 

A new machine-gun detachment 
bad arrived to reinforce the out- 
posts of Smolny. Liaison was 
maintained among all parts of the 
garrison. All the companies on 
duty were wide awake, the Com- 
missars all at their posts. 

Delegates from every military 
unit were in attendance at Smol- 
ny, under orders of the Revolu- 
tionary War Committee, in case of 
any break in the chain of liaison. 

Throughout the districts of the | 
city armed detachments paraded 
the streets, ringing the bell at ev- 
ery public establishment—or sim- 
ply walking in without ringing— 
and taking possession of one bulld- 
ing after another. Almost every- 
where they were greeted and wel- 
comed as long-awaited friends. AN 
the important points of the capl- 
tal passed into our hands praciti- 
cally without resistance, struggle 
or bloodshed. 

He Loses Consciousness. 

With the relaxation of nervous 
tension, a_ tired numbness came 
over me. “Give me a cigarette,” 
{ said to Kamenev. (1 still smoked 
somewhat at that time, but not ex- 
cessively). Hardly had I taken 4 
couple of puffs, reflecting with re- 
lief that it was all over, than I 
lost consciousness. I inherit from 
my mother a tendency to faint 
when in severe pain or suffering. 
That weakness was what induced 
an American physician to endow 
me with epilepsy. 

When I came to I was looking 
up into Kamenev’s frightened face. 

“Shall I get you some medi- 
cine?” he asked. 

Wants Food, Not Medicine. 

“You had much better get me 
some food,” I answered, trying to 
remember when I had had my last 


meal. Certainly it was not yes- 
terday. 
Next morning I seized eagerly

Ghost of Government, ; 
The Government still sat in the

vested on all sides by our troops, 
At 1 o'clock in the afternoon of 
that day I reported to the Petro-. 
grad Soviet on the general situa- 
tion. 

When I reported the overturn of 
power that had taken place during 
the night there was a tense silence 
for several seconds. This was fol- 
lowed by some applause, not at all 
stormy, but rather tentative, The 
full significance or such a state- 
ment unfolds slowly. 

During our preparations for the 
struggle the worker class was fired 
with Indescribable enthusiasm; but 
when the thtreshhold of power had 
actually been crossed, the feeling 
of elation gave way to anxious 
thought and reflection. “Can we 
withstand and overcome it?” many 
wondered inwardly. That was the 
reason for the moment of anxious 
silence. 

Every Man's Answer, 


“We shall carry it through,” was 
every man’s answer. The new 
danger lurked in the offing, but 
here and now was victory, and 
that realization made the blood 
tingle. It found expression in a 
tremendous ovation when Lenin 
appeared—for the first time, after 
an absence of nearly four months. 

Late that evening Lenin and TI 
were resting in an empty room 
next to the Congress# Hall, waiting 
for the session of the Congress of 
Soviets. The room was furnished 
only with a few chairs. Somebody

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Plans 
for the Mount Vernon Memorial 
Highway, commemorating George 


Washington and connecting the 
National Capitol with the ancestral 
home of the first resident, are 
rapidly materializing. Within the 
next few months the route will 
slowly begin to take the form of a 
broad, well paved roadway that 
will add another asset to the pres- 
ent esthetic resources of the city’s 
environs, , 

The Bureau of Public Roads, 

under whose supervision the high- 
way is being built, has called for 
bids for hydraulic fills which will 
initiate actual construction work. 
The job of building this thorough- 
fare along the Potomac River will 
be under way by autumn and 
thereafter it will be expedited so 
that the road will be finished by 
1932 in time for the celebration of 
the two hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of Washington. 
Fiscal plans for the highway 
cover a three-year period. The 
total amount appropriated by Con- 
gress is $4,500,000, of which §2,- 
500,000 was made available for 
1928 and 1929. For each of the 
years 1930 and 1931 $1,000,000 will 
be available. During the first two 
years heavy hydraulic fills are to 
be placed, work on foundations 
done, and grading and paving of 
roadway and parking places com- 
pleted. The last year will bring to 
completion the paving work and 
planting along the roadway. 

The highway is to be 15.4 miles 
long. Following the river route it 
passes through Alexandria, V4., 
around which centers counticss 
historic memories of the days of 
Washington. Its grades will be 
easy, at no point exceeding 6 per 
cent, and for a considerable por- 
tion the grade is less than 1 per 
cent. 

Except in Alexandria, the 
right of way of the memorial road 
will be 200 feet wide, with a 40-foot 
pavement and two 16-foot shoul-

Replies from more than 180 
cities showed that only 54 use the 
model ordinance turn.

The conclusion drawn by Eldridge 
is that the trend is away from the 
model ordinance method, and he 
points to the adoption of the so- 
called Philadelphia turn by the 
States of Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. 

The point made in favor of this 
method is that if two cars draw 
up to turn left they do not cross 
each other’s path. This, it is de- 
clared, eliminates a hazard of the 
model ordinance turn. 


Employment conditions in cities 
where large automobile plants are 
situated vary according to different 
localities, according to the latest 
reports published by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

In the Detroit industrial district, 
which includes Highland Park, the 
report states that “while the usual 
summer curtailment of operations 
and employment occurred in sev- 
eral of the major industrial estab- 
lishments, the volume of employ- 
ment remained at a high level 
throughout the district. The skilled 
labor supply and demand were well 
balanced. What surplus labor was 
apparent consisted principally of 
unskilled help.

Age of Automobile 
Depends on Mileage. 
Sol Gross Declares 


How old is an automobile? 

The answer is not so simple as 
one would imagine on first hear- 
ing the question, which Sol Gross 
has been propounding to visitors at 
the salesroom of the Gross-Butler 
Motor Co., Graham-Paige represen- 
tatives in this city. 

“For example,” Gross says, “take 
two cars that were turned out of 
the same factory March 1, 1929, 
and sold to retail purchasers March 
15. Nine months later, on Dec. 
15, are these two cars of the same 
age? 

“Not necessarily. Car A has 
traveled 7500 miles and car B has 
done 10,000 miles. If you were 
buying either one asa used car, you 
would choose the one that had cov- 
ered the least distance. ‘The point 
is, the real age of an automobile 
is not its time-age but its mile-age.

Report Urges Repeal of Davis | 


Amendment and Other 
Provisions.

WABHINGTON, SBept. 7.-—-The 
inadequacy of the radio law is be- 
ing stressed with such vigor that 
it is a foregone conclusion that be- 
fore another year elapses they will 
be largely rewritten. 

It is improbable that the Couz- 
ens bill, pending before the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee and proposing the creation 
of a Federal commission on com- 
munications, will be enacted with- 


in that time. But it is thought 
likely that Congress will adopt 
some temporary expedient to rece 
tify the defects of the Radio Act 
of 1927 until general permanent 
legislation can be enacted. : .

Reflects Caldwell's Views.

| Standing Committee on Radio Law 


of the American Bar Association. 
The report of this committee, 
which carries much weight, will be 
presented to the annual convention 
of the Association in Memphis next 
month for adoption. 

Repeal] of four of the controvert- 
ed sections of the Radio Act, modi- 
fication of a dozen others, and in- 
clusion of provisions that have 
been overlooked is recommended by 
the committee after more than a 
year of study and investigation.

The committee recommends the 
repeal of the Davis equalization 
amendment which requires equal 
distribution of radio facilities 
among the five radio zones’ into 
which the nation 1s divided.

Amendment “runs counter to well- 
established engineering principles” 
and “in addition to the hardship 
which it brought about, ts distinct- 
ly wasteful and unsound.” The 
zone provision, it states, acts as a 
restriction qn appointments to the 
commission. 

Advocating repeal of the anti- 
monopoly” provisions of the law, 
the committee states these are ‘a 


constant threat to the foreign 
communications system of the 
United States.”

The report asserts that this pro- 
vision was aimed directly at the 
Radio Corporation of America, but 
that Congress did not realize the

The R. C. A., the report points 
out, is embroiled in litigation in- 
volving the very factors cited n the 
radio law. Hence there has been 
no “‘final’’ ruling of guilt of monop.- 
oly against the R. C. A. But when 
that decision does come, it will 
mean that almost the entire wire. 
less foreign communication system 
of the United States will be ren.

Among them are 
Count von Bernstoff, Ambassador 
at Washington when the United 
States entered the war, and Stah- 
mer, present German Ambassador 
at London,

terms in the student’s prison. 
' Regulation collegiate wit accom- 
panies the ;jictures, such as ‘“Pro- 
fessors and Officials of the Uni-, 
versity Not Admitted,” and ““Wom- 
en and Dogs Allowed Only When 
Carried on a Leash.” 

But all that is past now.

But Mr. Borsodi, his wife and his 
Wo sons abandoned the city, with a 
Conscious resolve to make themselves 
a8 nearly self-sustaining on their 18- 
acre place as it was possible to 
They have worked out a definite ex- 
“beriment, seeking to free themselves 
from dependence on the machine-made 
Poducts of the present day. 

This is not to say that Mr. Borsodi 
fondemns the machine. In fact, it is 
by means of the machine that he has 
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Yorked out what he belfeves is a sat- 
factory solution to the problem of 
gow 'o live comfortably and decently 
moa small income and still have some 
leisure left over. What Mr. Borsodi 
Mas done is to bring machines into his 
ome, and with them to revive do-

When a young man he had been in- 
tensely interested in the ‘‘back-to-tke- 
land’’ movement.

In 1920, 
when rents in New York had hecome 
outrageously high, Borsodi felt that 
the time had come when he should put 
to the test his own ideas as to how 
people should live on the, land in this 
civilization. 


urging people to return to the 
'' says Borsodi, ‘‘was urg- 
to take up a notoriously 
harsh and unremunerative form of 
life. Yet at the same time it was 
evident to me that there were se- 
rious faults to bé found with urban 
life, dictated as Ait is by the needs of 
the factory system around which it is 
built. I was struck by the obvious in- 
security of city life, in which a man 
produces nothing he consumes but 
must buy everything with the salary 
he earns; and yet the conditions under 
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which he earns that salary are not de- 
termined by himself, but by the fac- 
tory. Then it occurred to me that the 
fault with the ‘back-to-the-farm’ 
movement was due primarily to the 
unintelligent manner in which men 
had been using the land. 

“If men instead of turning the farm 
itself into a factory would avail them- 
selves of modern labor-saving machin- 
ery wherever it could possibly be used, 
and raise only what they themselves 
needed, a return to the soil would be 
freed of the drudgery which has usu- 
ally been associated with it. And if 
families would, with the aid of mod- 
ern machines and electricity, stop be- 
ing consumers of the inferior products 
of factories and- create at home every- 
thing they needed, they would not only 
be able to live much more economical- 
ly, but they would be able to live bet- 
ter. Most important of all would. be

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hat there would no 
be the need to spend 
all one’s time earning a liv- 
ing. The home would become 
a self-supporting unit, and 
the time formerly spent in 
earning money with which 
to buy essentials could then 
be used for that leisure 
which is necessary to living 
the good life.” 

In New York, 1920 was a 
for Borsodi to make a practical test 
of his theories. Rents in New York 
were very high, and the house in 
which the Borsodis had been liv- 
ing was sold and they had to make 
way for the owner. Then it was 
that Borsodi decided to buy a plate 
in! the suburbs, within commuting 
distance of his job in town, but 
with acreage enough to provide a gar- 
den, possessing some fruit trees and 
within reach of the electrical power 
necessary to operate domestic ma- 
chines. 


HEY purchased a place near 

Suffern, an hour and a half by 

train from New York, remodeled 

the old house they found there and 
moved in. 

And fhen began the systematic cam- 

paign to produce at home, with the aid 


' of labor-saving machinery, everything 


they possibly could. Their garden sup- 
plied them with vegetables, enough for 
their daily use, and enough, when 
canned, to last them through the win- 
ter. Their fruit trees also supplied 
them with apples, cherries and plums, 
preserves and jellies, and quantities of 
cider.

them with chickens and ducks and 
capons for the table, and fresh eggs. 
They purchased a cow, but this gave 
them more milk than they could con- 
sume, so they sold the cow and bought 
a small herd of blooded Swiss goats. 
The squeamish may turn up their noses 
at this, but the gesture will be found 
to result from ignorance. For these 
goats are cleaner than cows and free 
from tuberculosis. .Their milk is rich- 
er than cow's milk and more closely 
approaches the highly-nourishing 
chemical content of human milk. The 
difference in taste is negligible. Bees 
supplied fine honey for the table, and 
maple trees gave syrup and sugar. 
Now to carry. on the cultivation of the 
above, and at the same time to com- 
mute daily to work in New York City, 
has many of the aspects of a hérculean 
labor. And so it would have been, had 
not Borsodi made a deliberate effort 
to make use of labor-saving tools and 
machines wherever it could be done. 
He has such for seeding, weeding and 
cultivating the garden. He gets his 
wood from his own wood lot and cuts 
it up with a rotary saw. The cooking 
is done on an electric range and the 
preserving is done with the aid of a 
steam-pressure cooker, which lessens 
the labor and saves a third of the 
time consumed in old methods of can- 
ning. He grinds in an electric house- 
hold mill his own flour for making his 
own breadstuffs, obtaining thereby 
higher nutritive value in wheat and 
other grains, since the germinal vele- 
ments have not been destroyed to nake 
the flour keep. There is an electrical 
washing machine and-an electrical 
mangle, or ironer, to remove practical- 
ly all the drudgery of laundry work. 


Harassed City Dweller. 


The Borsodi kitchen—not differ- 
ent outwardly from ai great 
many kitchens, but it contains, 
besides the usual kitchen de- 
vices, machines for grinding 
grain and for canning fruits and 

vegetables. : 


The kitchen is also equipped with an 
electric mixer to simplify problems of 
cooking and bakinzg. In short, there 
are altogether in the neighborhood of 
30 machines available to work for the 
Borsodis. ? ' 

This may sound very forbidding at 
first, and one might get the impression 
that Borsodi, in attempting to escape 
from the factory, has merely convert- 
ed his home into one. This is far from 
the case. His home is a large, com- 
fortable house, no different in its gen- 
eral aspects from any spacious home. 
There is no din or whirr of machin- 
ery. In fact, there is no machinery 
visible unless one deliberately prys 
about to find it. 


DOMESTIC grinding machine, 

mixer and steam-pressure cooker 

take up a negligible amount of 
space in a roomy kitchen. An electric 
washing machine and mangle do not 
crowd a laundry. A small tractor and 
other mechanical gardening devices 
seem very much at home in the vicin- 
ity of a vegetable patch. And one 
would hardly glance twice at an elec- 
tric incubator in a henhouse. These 
machines are never all in operation at 
the same time. Each is used only 
when needed, and then put aside in- 
definitely. The machines are here 
made to serve the needs of those who 
operate them, as distinct from faetory 
machines which, in keeping with the 
needs of our economic system, must be 
kept going at maximum capacity all 
the time. In weaving cloth and in 
other operations the Borsodis have, 
for obvious reasons, found it better 
to purchase the factory-made product. 
But the two cardinal principles of 
what might be termed the “Borsodi 
system” are as follows: 

“Never buy anything for household 
use without first making sure that it 
cannot be produced in better quality 
or more cheaply at home. 

“Never hesitate to buy a piece of 
machinery for household use if there 
is a good chance that it will earn its 
way. 

The benefits which Borsodi has de- 
rived from his system of domestic pro- 
duction for home consumption are not 
difficult to find. It has enabled his 
family to live in healthful and beau- 
tiful surroundings and it has enabled 
them 9 live on a higher scale than his 
salary would have made possible in the 
city, where they would have had to 
purchase everything consumed. It 
gave them food of a higher quality 
and at a lower cost than the food pro- 
duced by the factories. But it has 
done ore other thing, and thia, to Bor-

N INDUSTRIOUS 
German scholar, 
Ernst Benkard, de- 
voting himself to a 
study of death 
masks, has got to- 
gether one of the 
most extraordinary 
books published in 
recent times. It is 
a collection which he calls ‘‘Undying 
Faces,’’ photographs of death masks. 

So far as is known, this is the first 
book of its kind ever to appear and, 
for that matter, Herr Benkard is the 
first scholar to devote himself to 
tracing the origins and history of the 
death mask. 

The late Lawrence Hutton, an 
American, collected masks and at 
the time of his death had perhaps 
the finest collection in the world. They 
passed from his estate to Princeton 
University. 

Benkard traces the custom of tak- 
ing « death mask from the time when 
these replicas were useful to court 
sculptors. At the death of a king or 
emperor the sculptor or the painter 
attached to the court was at once sum- 
moned to take a mask of the face. 
This was not done through any sense 
of reverence, Benkard points out, but 
as a practical necessity. For this 
mask, or a reproduction made from it, 
was customarily used in fashioning an 
effigy which was placed on the coffin 
during the long and elaborate state 
funeral services. It was not until late 
in the eighteenth century that the 
death mask came to have a value of 
its own as the last symbol of a 
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loved or revered human being. 

George Kolbe, in a brief 
foreword, explains how death 
masks are taken. He also ex- 
plains why there is such a 
striking variation in the ex- 
pressions on the 112 death 
masks included in the book. 
Even on those reproduced on 
this page a’ most. striking 
Variation is seen. The type 
of expression mm: i targ¢ge 
part dependent, Kolbe points 
out, on how soon after death 
the mask is taken 

“We say that death is a de- 


liverance,’’ he writes. ‘And it, 


is true that the last breath is 
followed almost immediately 
by an unearthly smile. Tl reed 
from all suffering, achievement! To 
die seems thus a fulfilment, a consum- 
mation, the most exalted moment in 
life. So long as the blood is yet warm 
and the muscles yet in action, the face 
is transfigured as if in a final xiow 
of youth. Then the body grows cold, 
the features stiffen and change. De- 
cay and decomposition announce the 
destruction of all that is of the body. 
The dead resemble withering plants.

LTHOUGH Benkard does not 
A\ preciticany Bay 80, it seems al- 

most certain that the death 
mask of the great composer, Richard 
Wagner, was taken very soon after his 
death at Venice in 1883. In the vol- 
ume both a full front and a profile 
view of the mask are shown. § The 
expression is as though he heard mu- 
sic of incredible beauty that had elud- 
ed him all his life. Everything else 
seems to have fallen away and he 
seems to be listening with his whole 
soul. 

The death mask of Beethoven is in 
contrast to. this, He suffered four 
months of agonizing pain before he 
died and then immediately after death 
a post-mortem was performed on 
the organs of hearing. The mask was 
not taken until the next day. This 
may explain why the mouth and jaw 
have such a firm, tight quality. 

The mask taken of Napoleon's face 
a few hours after he died is one of 
the most extraordinary. “As we gaze 
at the mask,’’ Benkard observes, ‘‘we 
involuntarily call Heine’s words to 
mind: ‘Napoleon was not of the stuff 
that Kings are made of—he was of 
the marble from which gods are 


hewn.’ It might almost be the face 
of someone quite untouched by life, of 
a religious recluse. It is pervaded by 
a marvelous, unearthly calm. Napo- 
leon had endured more than five years 
of torture and suffering at Longwood 
on St. Helena and up to within a few 
months before his death from cancer 
of the liver the physician in charge 
insisted on believing that he was 
feigning illness. Yet all traces of suf- 
fering seem wiped away. 


IMILARLY, on such a stern face 

as that of Oliver Cromwell there 

appears a softening benignity. 
And though Marat was stabbed to 
death by Charlotte Corday becauseg@f 
the part he played in the French Rev- 
olution, there is on his face, too, the 
same appearance of release. The mask 
was taken at the request of the 
painter, Jacques Louis David. 

Here is the way in which Kolbe to- 
day takes a mask: 

‘Taking the mask is not, or should 
not be, making a mold from a rigid 
body-——it almost resembles modeling 
from life. Only if the dead are al- 
ready cold do they offer an immov- 
able, unchangeable image for our op- 
erations. It is true, indeed, that 
under such circumstances many 
mediocre heads look impressive, 
they benefit by the distortion. But 
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what are such euan to us? 

“To sum up what I have 
said: whether it is an old 
man or a child upon the 
bier, whether death has 
come easily or painfully, 
I must hasten; on every face 
is the smile of a soul re- 
leased. And the departed 
must be rightly handled. 
Only simple, mechanical 
touches are still needed, in 
which my molder is more 
skillful than I am. The parts 
where hair is growing are 
painted over with a _ thin 
solution of modeling clay 
or with oll, so that the plas- 
ter may not adhere when it 
igs poured over. The skin it- 
self contains enough fat and needs 
no preparation. The outline of the 
mask, the parts on the neck, behind 
the ears, and so on, are surrounded 
with the thinnest of damp paper. Un- 
fortunately there is hardly ever time 
to mold the whole head, back and 
front; relatives and friends and un- 
dertakers are waiting, and the work 
must be done speedily, as always in 
our precious life. 

‘A large bowl of plaster of the 
consistency of soup is ladled over 
the face, to the thickness of a feW 
millimeters; then a thread is put down 
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over the middie of the forehead, the 
bridge of the nose, the mouth and 
chin. " 

‘‘A second bowl of more solid play 
ter is spread over the first layer 
like pulp. (this is to provide a firm, 
outer shell) and before it sets the 
thread is drawn away, dividing the 
whole into two halves. As soon &8 
the outer layer has set hard, the 
halved. mold is broken apart and 
carefully detached from the head; this 
is the most difficult step, for the mold 
enclosing the body was airtight. The 


halves thus detached are immediately” ‘i 


fitted together again and clamped, tht 
negative is cleaned and refilled wit 
plaster.

Steadily 
facing his oppo- 
nent, he was hit 
again and again, 
but did not falter. 
Halting a few 
paces from the 
young doctor, he 
lifted his weapon 
and killed his ad- 
veraary. watched 
his face plow into the soft dirt of the 
mountain road and then collapsed. 

Ray was carried out of the moun- 
tains on a stretcher because the doc- 
tors said he would be dead before the 
trip could be made by road, and taken 
to a hospital in Greeneville, Tennes- 
see. He lingered there between life 
and death and then slowly recovered. 

Brought back to the county seat at 
Marshall, he was tried before the big- 
gest crowd that ever packed into the 
little Court House and sentenced to a 
long term in the penitentiary It was 
his third visit to the institution. He is 


still there. 
And then, a short time ago, not 
more than a few hundred yards from 


the spot where Wallace Ray and the 
physician fought it out, a gun battle 
that claimed two lives was fought 
when the Landers-Stanton feud, lonz 
slumbering, blazed into sudden, dev- 
astating violence. The story of this 
outbreak goes back many years, but 
the last chapter started only about 
six years ago—and, as is usual when 
blood is shed, over a woman. 

Bev Stanton, stalwart head of the 
Stanton clan, married in his youth a 
beautiful mountain girl who bore him 
two sons. Later, when the _ swift- 
marching years had taken his bride, 
he married another. To this young 
woman there came a daughter, Marie, 
who grew up as the years passed from 
an awkward, leggy girl into a beauti- 
ful young woman, slim, graceful and 
full of fiery independence. 


Bev Stanton and his wife quarreied. 
With all the fire of their rebellious 
natures they clashed and separated. 
That was the beginning of the trouble 
between the present generations of 
the Landers-Stanton families. 

Sampson Landers, elder of two 
brothers, fell in love with the slim, 
soft-spoken Marie Stanton. They met 
often, alone, that none might know of 
their affection. Marie loved him, and 
so they were married. 

For a time it seemed that this mar- 
riage would heal the old trouble be- 
tween the two families that had been 
handed down almost as a tradition. 
Marriage is a sacred thing in the 
mountains. It is as solemn and in- 
escapable as death and taxes. Bev 
Stanton was not satisfied away from 
the woman who was the mother of 
his daughter. He followed her and 
they clashed anew. He was nervous 
and irritable from long years of 
brooding. 

The leash that held in check the 
temper that had made him a terror in 
his younger days snapped and he 
struck his wife, Etta. Stanton, the 
mother of Sampson Lander'’s wife, a 
heavy blow in the face. She fell, 
badly hurt. Bev Stanton was placed 
under arrest and brought to _ trial. 
He was convicted and sentenced to 
serve a term of eighteen. months in a 
Tennessee penitentiary. 


IS two sons, Arthur and Hu- 
H bert, felt that Sampson Land- 

ers, husband of their half-sis- 
ter, Marie, had been active in pros- 
ecuting Bev Stanton. They resented 
that bitterly and since the trial, a few 
weeks ago, made threats that they 
would ‘‘get’’ Sampson Landers. 

It is part of the mountain code 
never to indulge in even the ap- 
pearance of fear. Let one of them 
receive an injury or an insult and his 
ready impulse is to start shooting; let 
one of them learn that another is 
‘looking for’ him and he Is sure to 
go boldly on his way, never for an 
instant xiving seoffers @ chance to 
say that he is avoiding trouble. 

[t was reported that Arthur Stan- 
ton was ‘‘carrying a rifle’’ for Samp- 
son Landers. Sampson and his broth- 
er. Arnold, after that appeared to- 
gether constantly, heavily armed. One 
Sunday they were out driving, Arnold 
in a light truck loaded with girls and 
youths of the neighborhood, Sampson 
in a small car with his wife, Marie. 

On the narrow mountain road they

passed a car containing Arthur Stan- 
ton, Albert King and Stanton’s 12- 
year-old daughter, Agnes. In a car 
behind was Hubert Stanton. King, a 
brother-in-law of the Stantons and an 
uncle of the girl, was reearded as a 
dangerous man. He had three kill- 
ings on his record and a reputation for 
never avoiding trouble. 


FEW minutes later the car 
A criver by King had been turned 

around and headed back in the 
direction of the Landers cars. It over- 
took them, ran ahead of the truck and 
stopped. From that point on things 
happened so fast that witnesses do not 
axree as to just what did occur. 

It appears that Arthur Stanton, tell- 
ing his daughter to get out of the way, 
leaped from the car, drawing a revolv- 
er. At the same time Hubert Stanton 
advanced on the car containing Samp- 
son Landers and his wife and started 
firing. He emptied his gun and then 
proceeded to reload it. In the mean- 
while, Arthur Stanton and Arnold 
Landers were exchanging shots. 

Agnes slipped out of the car and ran 
toward her father. The 13 occupants 
of the truck leaped out and went down 
a small embankment into the creek. 

“Get back! Get back!’’ Stanton told 
his daughter. 

“No, no, daddy, I'm a Stanton!” the 
girl cried, and ran between the two 
men, striving to shield her father’s 
body with her own slender form. 

Arthur Stanton sagged at his knees, 
slumped forward in the dirt, dead, but 
the girl did not know. The shower of 
lead had caught her as she ran be- 
tween the men. A bullet tore through 
her hands, another entered her head, 
then emerged. She was sorely 
wounded. 

King, still seated in the _ Car, 
slumped down, his breast riddled by 
three bullets. Although unarmed, his 
reputation had been enough to cause 
the Landers boys to make sure that he 
would not enter the fight. 

Hubert Stanton, after twice empty- 
ing ii:4 gun without hitting his oppo- 
nents at all, was met with a heavy fire 
from Arno!d Landers’ gun and tum- 
bled over the bank to “play dead.”” He 
escaped unhurt 

The Landers boys left the scene and 


took to the mountains. Fate was 
against them. Sheriff Ramsey of Mad- 
ison County was on the spot within 
20 minutes after the fight ended. 


He followed the boys to their hid- 
ing place, stationed deputies around 
the cabin in which they had taken ref- 
uge and called upon them to surren- 
der, after walking calmly alone to 
within 20 feet of the door. They came 
Out and were taken to the jail at Mar- 
shall, where they are held for the mur- 
der of Arthur Stanton and Albert King. 

Looking through the bars of the cell 
on the top tier of the dingy jail, the 
Landers brothers told their story of 
the shooting: 


Sampson Landers drawled. ‘‘Ar- 

thur Stanton was sore because 
he thought I prosecuted Bev Stanton 
for knockin’ his wife down. When 
they saw my truck pase with Arnold 
drivin’, they mistook him for me and 
turned around and follered. Arthur 
Stanton had spent the Sunday before 
lookin’ for me with a rifle.” 

‘“T had 13 people besides myself on 
the truck, Arnold Landers cut in. “‘It 
was just one of God's miracles that 
there wasn't more killed. They went 
out of that truck like a bunch of 
sheep. Them girls struck that cold w2- 
ter in the creek up to their middle.” 
He smiled. ‘“‘They won't make much 
witnesses; they didn't see anything.” 

‘‘Hubert Stanton came back to the 
car where me an’ my wife was an 
started shootin’, said Sampson. “They 
had made up their minds to cet me, I 
reckon. 

Hubert Stanton, who was held for 
a while as a material witness, has 
been released. He declares that he 
did not have a gun at any time, and 
‘hat he was entirely unarmed. Other 
witnesses declare that he started the 
shooting. 

The final chapter in the latest out- 
break of the old Landers-Stanton 
trouble will shortly be written in the 
little courthouse by the side of the 
roaring French Broad River, in Mar- 
shall. when the Landers brothers go 
on trial for murder. 

Marie, half-sister to one of the siain 
men, is sticking by her husband in this 
trouble. She witnessed all the shooting.

men say they would like to do. He 
makes the statement, and supports it 
with detailed facts, that the average 
man who lives in a New York City 
apa~tment, by following the principles 
he lays down, could maintain his fam- 
ily at an equivalent status by working 
only eight or nine months of the year. 
There would be many, of course, who 
would not want to use the time saved 
in this way, and who would prefer to 
work eleven or eleven and a_ half 
months, as now, and put their surplus 
money in the bank. 

But in this last group Borsod! lis 
not particularly interested, for the 
mere money-saving aspect of his sys- 
tem is not his chief concern. Borsodi 
is not solely occupied with finding a 
way of living life less expensively, but

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with finding a way whereby it may be 
lived more beautifully. .To his way of 
thinking, mankind is divided into 
three great classes: the herd-minded 
masses; the quantity-minded, or ac- 
guisitive, ones, who are interested only 
in power and wealth; and, third, the 
quality-minded, who are the scholars, 
artists and thinkers, the people who 
are more interested in ideas than in 
things. 

It is this third class, says Borsodi, 
for whom economic independence is 
most desirable, for they are the per- 
sons who contribute to the beauty and 
the intellectual wealth of life. Under 
the present system too many such men 
have to devote almost all their time to 
uncongenial work in order to gain the 
mere essentials of life, or else they 


have to cheapen their artistic and in- 
tellectual products in order to find a 
market for them. But he believes that 
the economies of his system will re- 
lease them from purely remunerative 
labor ard give them a leisure in which 
to make their spiritual contributions. 

Certainly it has done that for Bor- 
sodi. The free time which he has been 
able to obtain during the past year by 
domesticating the machine has been 
employed by him in writing a book 
called “This Ugly Civilization: A 
Study of the Quest of Comfort,”’ which 
ig to be published next month by Si- 
mon & Schuster. The book is not only 
a criticism of our factory-dominated

wrist watch had stopped at 1:50 
o clock. Certainly that meant noth- 
ing. In her purse, found in the boat, 
was a letter addressed to a friend, 
telling of her happiness, and asking 
this friend to meet them on their re- 
turn to Chicago on Saturday.

Weeks he tolt me, in his opinion, a 
spot on her head was the result of the 
position in which the girl's head had 
lain cn the bottom of the lake.) 


UT that wasn't all. For on the 
B same Saturday Jim Parrillo’s 

body was found floating on the 
waters off the east bluff. His moth- 
er, who had come to Baraboo with 
relatives, was on the shore, at the 
time. And she wept and said she'd 
rather have her son dead than a mur- 
derer. 

Two days later the Coroner's jury, 
after deliberating for an hour and a 
quarter, returned the following ver- 
dict: 

‘“‘We find that Mr. and Mrs. James 
Parrillo came to their deaths by 
drowning; that ‘in the accident, Mrs. 
Parrillo'’s head was bruised and she 
was presumably semiconscious when 
she went into the water. It appears 
she fell, either striking the boat or a 
rock.” 

How did it all happen? One widely- 
accepted theory is that as the last pic- 
ture on the film roll shows Mrs. Par- 
rillo at the oars, she fell out of the‘ 
boat as she and her husband changed 
places, and that he jumped in after 
her, regardiess of the fact that he 
couldn't swim. His wrist watch 
stopped at 1:45 o'clock, five minutes 
earlier than hers, which, obvioualy, 
points to their death at about the 
same time, one watch merely having 
withstood the waters of the lake a 
little longer than the other. 

It is the Coroner's personal belief 
that the Parrillos were on the shore 
at the time of the accident. The Cor- 
oner thinks that the girl, wearing 
high-heeled shoes, lost her balance on 
the rocks, fell, striking her head, and 
then dropped into the water. And that 
her husband jumped in after her, at- 
tempting her rescue. 

That Philomena fell from the shore, 
rather than from the boat, is a theory 
now given a good deai of credence. It 
would appear that had one of them 
fallen from the boat, and one jumped 
out after the é6ther, or had they both 
fallen from the boat, the boat would 
have been in greater disarray than 
it was when it was discovered. 

Whatever the circumstances, it was 
the cold water of Devils Lake that 
brought James Parrillo and his bride 
to their deaths.

Far in a remote section of 
British India, in a strange. wild 
province called Burma, Mustagh 
was born. And although he was 
born in captivity, the property of 
a mahout, in his first hour he 
heard the far-off call of the wild 
elephants in the jungle. 

Of all the places in the great 
world, only a few remain where- 
in a captive elephant hears the 
eall of hie wild brethren at birth. 
Maéztagh's birthplace lies around 


‘the corner of the Bay of Bengal.

But the 
Kumiria is the best of all: and 
when one is born in a captive herd 
it is a time for rejoicing. He is 
the perfect elephant—heavy, sym- 
metrical, trustworthy and fearless 
—fitted for the pageantry of kings.

The mother’s cries had 
ceased. The jungie, dark and 
savage beyond ever the power of 
Man to tame, lay just berond. He 
could feel its heavy air, its 
sinelis; its silence was an essence.
